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FOREWORD 

Dr.  William  Berry  Lapham  in  his  record,  “Some  Descendents  of  Thomas  Besbeech 
(Bisbee),”  tells  of  a  family  gathering  held  near  Sumner,  Maine,  in  1876.  Almost  all  of  the  families  of  the 
children  of  Charles  Bisbee  (533)  were  represented  and  pictures  of  the  various  groups  were  taken.  The  meeting 
was  held  on  the  old  Charles  Bisbee  farm  about  a  mile  or  two  north  of  Buckfield,  Maine. 

A  cemetery  is  located  on  the  farm  not  far  from  the  house  and  a  great  many  of  the 
Bisbee  and  related  families  are  buried  there,  including  Charles  and  Beulah  (Howland)  Bisbee.  The  house 
was  in  good  repair  in  1915  but  most  of  the  farms  have  gone  back  to  the  forest. 

Dr.  Lapham  was  secretary  of  the  Maine  Historical  Society  for  many  years  and  during 
the  period  wrote  numerous  histories  of  Maine  towns  including  Paris,  Sumner,  Rumford,  Bethel  and  others. 

The  New  England  Genealogical  Historic  Society  has  published  and  indexed  the  vital 
records  covering  the  births,  marriages  and  deaths  of  practically  all  the  towns  of  Massachusetts  which  have 
records  from  their  time  of  settlement  to  1840.  These  are  available  in  many  large  libraries. 

The  vital  statistics  of  Massachusetts  from  1840  to  date  are  all  indexed  and  available 
in  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics,  Secretary  of  State,  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

The  National  Archives  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  have  the  keeping  of  all  of  the  U.  S. 
Census  records  from  1790  to  date.  These  records  give  the  name  of  the  heads  of  families  and  the  age  and  sex 
of  all  members  of  the  families  in  every  town  and  county  of  every  state.  There  is  also  an  index  of  the  volume 
numbers  of  each  state  for  every  census  from  1790  to  date,  giving  the  towns,  townships  and  cities  covered  by 
each  volume.  The  total  number  of  volumes  covering  all  censuses  is  between  eight  and  nine  thousand.  No 
index  of  all  names  in  each  volume  has  been  made. 

From  1850  to  date  the  names,  sex  and  age  of  each  member  of  a  family  is  given  and 
sometimes  the  birthplace  of  the  parents.  Due  to  the  lack  of  name  indexing  of  every  volume  definite  time  and 
place  should  be  established  prior  to  commencing  research  as  any  other  approach  might  involve  a  great  deal 
of  unnecessary  work. 

In  1938  the  Vermont  Historical  Society  published  an  index  for  the  Vermont  Census 
of  1800  giving  the  names  of  heads  of  families  for  every  town  or  township  in  the  state. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  periods  for  obtaining  accurate  vital  records  in  the  United 
States  is  in  the  records  from  1800  to  1840.  The  great  movement  of  people  to  the  West  was  under  way  and 
many  communities  were  poor  and  their  elements  loosely  organized.  Many  vital  records  were  lost  or  destroyed 
by  fire  or  neglect. 

The  following  table  shows  some  divergence  between  our  records  and  the  1790  U.  S. 
Census.  However,  when  one  considers  that  the  170  years  of  records  prior  to  the  first  U.  S.  Census  were  only 
of  a  quasi-official  sort  the  variants  in  the  table  are  understandable.

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EXPLANATORY  NOTES 

The  numbering  of  persons  in  this  genealogy  follows  standard  practise  but  the  system 
has  been  made  more  informative  and  open  numbers  have  been  left  for  possible  future  use.  This  also  provides 
for  maintaining  the  continuity  of  the  numbering. 

The  first  figure  in  a  person’s  number  indicates  the  generation  to  which  he  or  she  be¬ 
longs.  The  last  figure  shows  the  order  of  his  or  her  birth  in  the  father’s  family.  The  intermediate  figure  or 
figures  indicate  the  numerical  order  of  the  person’s  father  chronologically  recorded  in  the  previous  generation.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  first  born  or  oldest  members  of  a  family  take  the  smaller 
numbers  throughout  the  generations  right  on  down  to  the  present  time. 

In  some  instances  a  person  listed  does  not  have  an  assigned  number.  This  has  been 
done  as  there  was  not  sufficient  data  available  for  definite  numbering.  In  these  cases  the  person  has 
been  listed  along  with  numbered  individuals  who  lived  in  the  same  generation  and  place  as  the  unnumbered 
persons. 

Examples  of  various  persons  listed  under  other  numbers  and  groupings  are:  Reuben, 
Joseph  C.,  Elisha  and  family,  all  under  661.  Other  numbers  which  may  be  noted  arc:  675,  683,  6105,  753 
7319,  7343,  7415,  8823  and  85203. 


There  are  approximately  250  family  histories  referred  to.  Many  thousands  of  pu¬ 
blic  records  of  varions  kinds  have  been  searched  and  a  great  mass  of  related  material  has  been  utilized 
and  referred  to  when  pertinent  to  this  work.

Facts  relating  to  John  Besbeech  and  his  family  were  transcribed  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
(French)  Bartlett  and  published  as  “English  Research”  in  the  New  England  Historical  and  General  Register 
during  1912  and  1913. a 

John  Besbeech,  the  father  cf  Thomas,  lived  in  Biddenden.  Anything  definite  concern¬ 
ing  his  connection  with  the  old  Kentish  of  Byxpitch  or  Besbeche  is  not  known.  The  numerous  references  to 
this  family  in  the  different  records  spell  the  name  variously,  as,  Byxpitch,  Besbeche,  Besbridge,  Besbeech, 
Besbyche  and  other  variations. 


As  a  termination  in  the  names  of  places,  “Den”  in  old  English  meant  “In  a  Valley”  or 

“Near  a  Wood.” 

John’s  wife,  Dorothy,  was  the  sister  of  Walter  Austin  of  Bethersden  in  Kent,  and  was 
the  widow  of  Thomas  Foster.  She  had  several  children  by  her  first  marriage,  among  them  Richard  Foster, 
who  married  Patience  Bigge,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Rachael  (Martin)  Bigge  of  Tenderden. 

John  Bigge  was  a  clothier  of  Cranbrook,  Kent,  and  married  in  1583.  When  he  died  in 
1605,  he  left  an  estate  of  700  pounds,  Sterling,  in  1635,  after  her  husband’s  death,  Patience  (Bigge)  Foster 
emigrated  with  her  mother,  Rachael,  on  the  ship,  “Elizabeth,”  to  Dorchester,  Mass. 

In  his  will,  John  Besbeech  called  himself  a  “Yeoman.”  The  people  of  Kent  were 
largely  small  landholders  and  had  been  so  from  the  time  of  the  Danish  Conquests. 

From  the  Arch  Deaconry,  Canterbury,  the  records  (Vol.  51-66),  some  pertaining  to 
the  will  of  John  Besbeech  made  in  1608-1609  and  probated  March  8th,  1609-10,  were  transcribed  by  Eliza¬ 
beth  (French)  Bartlett  and  are  as  follows:

In  “Churches  of  Kent”  by  Francis  Grayling,  1913,  there  is  a  description  of  All  Saints 
Church  in  Biddenden  which  is  as  follows: 

“The  tower  an  elegant  specimen  of  the  Kent  type.  Plan  regular  and  the  chancel 
longer  than  the  aisles.  The  pillars  and  arches  are  of  the  13th  Century :  the  eastern  nave  arches  have  been 
tampered  with;  14th  Century  windows.  The  chancel  pillars  and  arches  are  of  the  15th  (  entury.  Has  a  tower 
dated  1541  and  a  monument  to  Sir  Th<  mas  Mayne,  1566;  the  pulpit  is  of  the  17th  C  entury;  registers  began 
in  1538.”“ 

Saint  Peter  and  Saint  Paul  Church  in  Heds  n  Hedcorn:8 


“Has  a  western  tower;  nave  and  chancel,  each  with  a  south  aisle;  the  whole  is  of  the 
15th  Century.  The  tower  windows  affect  an  earlier  form.  Has  five  bays  in  the  nave;  the  northern  window 
traceries  retain  fine  old  painted  glass.  The  base  of  the  screen  remains;  the  font  is  with  shields,  angels  and 
scrolls.  Has  a  15th  Century  tomb;  registers  began  in  1560.” 

Saint  Marys  Church  of  Frittenden:8 

“Was  rebuilt  in  1848.  R.  K.  Hussey  has  described  the  moulded  brickwork.  I  he 
tower  is  of  the  15th  Century.  Baptism  records  date  from  1558,  marriages  and  burials  from  1561. 

Committee  on  English  Research  searched  the  C  anterbury  Arch  Deaconry  records 
Vols.  56  to  61  and  the  results  same  given  in  the  New  England  Historical  and  General  Register,  transcribed  by 
Elizabeth  (Barrett)  French  and  are  as  follows:1*

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  population  of  England  at  the  time  of  the  Norman  Con¬ 
quest  in  1086  A.D.  was  about  1,700,000.  In  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1558-1603,  it  was  about  4,000,000, 
having  about  doubled  in  a  period  of  500  years.  The  land  area  of  England  is  50,851  square  miles  or  32, 544,- 
640  acres. 

During  the  late  16th  Century  a  penny  more  than  equalled  the  1870  shilling  in  terms  of 
a  laborer’s  necessities  and  was  worth  24  cents. 

The  maximum  legal  rate  of  interest  permitted  during  the  reign  of  both  Henry  VIII  and 
Queen  Elizabeth  was  ten  percent. 

Taxes  were  approximately  five  per  cent  of  the  rent  or  income.  Rent  for  land  was  not 
fixed  by  law  but  when  tillage  land  was  given  over  to  pasture  and  the  growing  of  wool,  the  enterprise  was

Stow  and  Eden  are  different  authorities  on  existing  customs  and  prices. 

The  Cheltenham  Society,  Vols.  35  to  41  and  45  and  46,  published  in  1856,  give  an 
account  of  the  Shuttleworth  family  at  Gawthorne  Hall  in  Lancaster,  England  for  the  years  1582  to  1621. 
Some  excerpts  from  the  account,  given  here,  may  give  some  idea  of  the  existing  economic  conditions. 

".  .  .  Prices  are  effected  by  natural  causes,  character  of  the  season,  and  subsequent 
extent  of  the  crops  and  the  growth  or  otherwise  of  the  population,  and  others  of  artificial  or  of  human  causa¬ 
tion,  as  war  or  the  enactment  of  laws  to  alter  the  value  of  the  currency;  or  to  fix  the  price  of  labour,  provisions 
and  other  commodities;  ot  various  laws  and  regulations  limiting  or  prohibiting  the  use  of  various  articles.  .  .

. “For  instance,  an  act  was  passed  in  1532  (24th  of  Henry  VIII,  Cap.  4)  limiting  the  price  of  beef  and  pork  to  a  half  penny  and  mutton  and 

veal  to  not  over  three  farthings  per  pound,  avoirdupois.  This  law  was  suspended  three  years  later  and  swept  from  the  statute  books  after  seven  years.  An  act 
to  fix  the  price  of  butter,  eggs,  cheese,  capons,  chickens  and  other  foods  was  enacted  in  1533.  The  enforcement  had  to  be  modified  from  time  to  time." 


The  following  table  gives  the  price  of  commodities  and  labor  in  values  at  the  time  and  also  in  terms  of  our 
currency  purchasing  power  in  1870.  All  based  on  one  penny  equalling  24  cents.  According  to  Act  of  Parliament,  wages  were  fixed 
by  the  proper  local  authorities.

The  salary  of  a  parish  priest  was  about  £5  6s  8d  per  year  and,  being  unmarried,  he  had  enough  to  live  in 
comfort.  The  amount  was  equivalent  to  $304.20  in  1870  U.S.  currency. 

The  marriage  license  for  Thomas  Shuttleworth  and  Ann  Lever  cost  11s  3d  in  the  year  1582  or  $32.40  in  1870 

U.S.  currency. 


It  seems  probable  in  Queen  Elizabeth’s  time  that  it  was  necessary  to  have  each  residence,  when  being  built, 
provided  with  four  acres  of  tillable  land  in  order  to  insure  a  decent  subsistence  for  the  tenant. 

Many  of  their  needs  were  supplied  by  their  own  labor  and  efforts  at  home  on  their  own  time,  such  as  the 
growing  of  foods,  weaving,  shoemaking,  and  supplying  many  necessities  and  some  luxuries  which  they  might  enjoy. 

Considering  the  figures  given  for  wages  and  items  entering  into  the  cost  of  living,  the  standard  would  seem 
low  compared  with  our  own  tines.  A  bequest  of  £40  pier  year  to  Dorothy  Besbeech  appears  to  have  been  a  good  income  at  that 
time

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The  book,  “Underhills  of  Warwickshire,”  by  J.  H.  Morrison,  B.A.,  Oxford  University,  1932,  beginning  on 
page  67,  tells  a  story  of  one,  Henry  Besbeche,  Ranger  General  for  the  Earl  of  Leicester  at  Kenilworth,  and  his  quarrel  with  W  illiam 
Underhill,  “Keeper  of  the  Castle.”* 

Henry  Besbeche  was  the  son  of  Richard  Besbeche  of  Share,  County  Kent,  who  enfeoffed  him  in  land  there  in 
1564.  Quaint  records  of  the  Earl’s  killings  of  game  and  the  Queen’s  visit  to  Kenilworth  in  1575  are  given.  From  1576  Lady  Essex 
and  the  Earl  are  frequently  named  in  Besbeche’s  records.

In  the  will  of  James  Clark,  Gent.,  of  East  Farleigh,  County  Kent,  in  1634  is  recorded,  .  .  bequested  to 
Mr.  Baseden,  minister  of  the  Parish.  .  . 

Thomas  Besbeech  lived  in  Hedcorn  and  later  in  Sandwich,  England.  His  wife  Anne  died  in  Frittenden  in 
1634  and  in  the  spring  of  1635  he  sailed  on  the  ship  “Hercules”  bound  for  New  England.  He  had  obtained  a  certificate  of  conformity 
as  required  by  law  in  order  to  emigrate.  This  was  certified  by  Thomas  Warren,  Vicar  of  Sandwich  and  by  Thomas  Harmon,  Vicar  of 
Hedcorn.  It  was  dated  March  1634. 

He  took  with  him,  his  two  daughters  Mary  and  Alice  and  seven  servants.  The  “Hercules”  was  of  200  tons 
burden  and  sailed  from  Sandwich,  England  with  Master  Witherly  in  Command. 

The  servants  were  listed  as  follows:  Jane,  Sara  and  John  Engelden  or  Engleden;  Thomas  Neuley,  Joseph 
Pacheing  and  Agnes  Love.  Engelden  was  an  old  family  name  in  Kent.  Later,  Joseph  Pachein  (or  Patching)  married  Elizabeth 
(Bcnnet)  Engelden,  widow  of  Stephen  Engelden  on  April  10,  1642  and  moved  to  Fairfield,  Connecticut  in  1651.“ 

Quoting  Green’s  "  Short  History  of  the  English  People  ”»  .  .  .  “  Charles  I  became  King  of  England  when 
twenty-five  years  old  in  1625.  He  had  thoroughly  imbibed  the  idea  of  “  The  Divine  Right  of  Kings  ”  from  his  father,  James  I . 
The  House  of  Commons  on  the  other  hand  maintained  that  they  held  their  privilege  like  their  lands  and  goods  not  of  grace  but  of 
right.  They  therefore  insisted  that  royal  powers  should  be  limited  and  defined  by  law.” 

“After  the  defeat  of  the  English  on  the  isle  of  Rhe  in  1628,  Charles  I,  overwhelmed  with  debt  and  shame, 
called  a  new  Parliament.  .  .  .  The  Commons,  in  the  face  of  sharp  and  menacing  messages  from  the  King,  formally  recited  the 
statutes  in  the  “Petition  of  Right”  against  arbitrary  taxation,  loans  and  benevolences,  arbitrary  imprisonment,  outlawry  or  depriva¬ 
tion  of  goods,  imprisonment  without  stated  charge,  against  billeting  of  soldiers  on  the  people.  .  .  .  The  King  finally  consented  in 
part  to  the  Petition  of  Right.” 

“Later  in  the  same  year,  Buckingham  was  assassinated.  .  Laud,  unconsciously  bent  toward  Anglo-Cathol- 
icism,  was  made  Bishop  of  London.  .  .  .” 

By  successive  resolutions,  the  Commons  declared  “That  whosoever  should  bring  innovation  in  religion  or 
whatever  minister  endorsed  the  levy  of  subsidies  not  granted  by  Parliament,  a  capital  enemy  to  the  Kingdom  and  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  and  every  subject  voluntarily  complying  with  illegal  acts  and  demands,  a  betrayer  of  the  liberties  of  England  and  the  enemy 
of  the  same.  .  . 

“.  .  .  In  resistance  to  levies,  subsidies  and  the  granting  of  monopolies  without  the  consent  of  Parliament* 
the  country  was  full  of  pride,  mutiny  and  discontent.  Thousands  were  quitting  England  for  America.  .  .  .” 

“After  Laud  had  been  appoi  ted  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  thus  became  the  head  of  the  English  Church, 

his  tyrannical  effort  to  subdue  the  Puritans  who  constituted  90  per  cent  of  Englishmen  resulted  in  the  imprisonment  ofjPrynne, 
He  was  set  in  the  pillory  and  his  ears  were  clipped  from  his  head . ” 

“.  .  .  It  was  during  the  years  that  followed  the  close  of  the  third  Parliament  of  Charles  I  that  the  great 
Puritan  Immigration  founded  the  states  of  New  England.  The  great  struggle  against  the  tyrannies  of  Charles  I  continued  for  years, 
led  by  men  like  Pym  and  Hampden.  The  result  was  the  trial  and  execution  of  the  King  and  the  establishment  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  under  Oliver  Cromwell,  the  Protector.  .  .  .” 
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“From  the  moment  of  the  establishment  of  the  little  colony  at  Plymouth,  Mass,  the  eyes  of  Puritan  England 
were  fixed  on  this  settlement  in  North  America.  The  Parliament  was  hardly  dissolved  when  plans  for  the  establishment  of  a  great 
colony  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic  were  circulating  among  the  gentry  and  traders.  Descriptions  of  the  new  country  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  were  talked  over  in  every  Puritan  household  .  .  .  the  proposal  wras  welcomed  with  the  quiet,  stern  enthusiasm  which 
marked  the  temper  of  the  time,  and  the  Puritan  emigration  began  on  a  scale  which  England  had  never  before  seen  .  .  .  they  were 
in  great  part  men  of  the  professional  and  middle  classes.  Some  were  men  of  large  landed  estates,  some  zealous  churchmen,  some 
shrewd  London  lawyers  or  young  scholars  from  Oxford.  The  bulk  were  God-fearing  farmers  from  Lincolnshire  and  the  eastern 
counties.  Three  thousand  colonists  left  England  in  a  single  year  and  in  the  space  of  11  years  .  .  .  20,000  Englishmen  had  found 
refuge  in  the  West.”

92  passengers  and  44  servants,  same  master."

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Among  the  passengers  on  the  Hercules  were  Nathaniel  Tilden,  Samuel  Hinckley  and 
John  Lewis  of  Tenderden,  Kent,  Thomas  Bonney,  a  shoemaker  and  Comfort  Starre,  a  surgeon  from  Ashford. 

The  men  included  2  yeoman,  1  teacher,  1  mercer,  3  tailors,  1  hempdresser,  2  shoe¬ 
makers,  1  merchant,  1  surgeon,  1  painter  and  70  others,  profession  not  designated.  Twenty  males  were  the 
heads  of  families.  There  were  9  married  women,  18  boys  and  26  girls;  also  16  men  servants  and  4  maid  serv¬ 
ants,  a  total  of  92  passengers.  Later  on  June  9,  1637  the  Hercules  sailed  with  the  same  master  and  92  passen¬ 
gers,  including  44  servants. 


The  Hercules  arrived  at  Massachusetts  Bay  in  the  Spring  of  1635  and  Thomas  Bes- 
beech  settled  in  Scituate,  Mass.  The  name  “Scituate”  is  derived  from  the  Indian  word  "Satuit”  or  “Cold 
Brook.”  The  town  was  settled  in  1634  along  the  “Road  of  the  Men  of  Kent”  and  “Meeting  House  Lane” 
and  largely  by  men  from  County  Kent,  England. 


The  lots  were  of  a  few  acres  each  and  the  houses  generally  of  logs  thatched  with  hay 

from  the  salt  marshes. 


The  “Cliffs”  at  that  time  were  covered  with  corn  fields  and  Gillson’s  windmill  was  on 
the  “Third  Cliff.”  A  few  fishermen  and  squatters  lived  along  the  harbor.  William  Vassal  lived  on  the  “Neck,” 
or  “Cushing  Place.” 

The  first  Parish  Church  was  located  on  “Meeting  House  Lane,”  now  marked  by  a 
Tercentenary  Monument  (1930). 

The  first  deacons  were  William  Gillson,  Richard  Sealis  and  Thomas  Besbeech.  The 
first  Elders  were  Nathaniel  Tilden  and  Henry  Cobb. 

John  Lathrop  came  to  Boston  from  England  and  proceeded  to  Scituate  in  September 
1634.  He  was  elected  the  first  minister  in  Scituate  during  1635.  Many  difficulties  beset  him  in  his  new  charge 
and  he  sought  another,  first  at  Seipicon,  or  Rochester,  Mass.  This  was  not  granted  and  he  later  moved  with 
about  half  his  congregation  to  Barnestable,  Mass,  on  Cape  Cod. 


Mr.  Lathrop  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Charles  Chauncey  from  Plymouth.  Dissension 
arose,  probably  in  regard  to  the  location  of  the  Church  and  also  in  the  mode  of  baptism.  Thereupon  about 
half  of  the  members  started  a  new  Second  Parish  of  Scituate  on  Wilson’s  Hill  near  the  Second  Herring  Brook, 
now  Norwell,  Mass. 


The  following  is  transcribed  from  a  manuscript  of  Mr.  John  Lathrop  of  Scituate.8 
“Some  acts  of  ye  people  and  Church,  days  of  humiliation  .  .  .  ,  10  Ffebru.  22  1637.  Partly  for  the  two 
Deacons  .  .  .  but  especially  for  our  removal,  as  alsoe  for  the  removal  of  these  spreading  opinions  in  ye 
Churches  att  ye  Bay,  as  alsoe  for  the  preventing  of  any  intended  evill  against  the  Churches  here  uppon  well 
day  Bro.  Foster  and  Brother  Besbeech  were  invested  into  the  office  of  Deacons  .  .  .  Christopher  Win¬ 
ter  being  exhorted  by  myself  and  other  of  ye  brethern,  Goodman  Annable,  G.  M.  Cobb,  G.  M.  Besbeech  , 
Mr.  Cudworth,  G.  M.  Turner,  Isaac  Robinson,  and  G.  M.  Rowley,  either  to  desist  in  his  suite  toutching 
Mrs.  Cooper  or  at  least  not  to  proceed  in  it  unless  it  might  be  apparent  that  the  Lord  went  along  with  him 
in  the  same,  wch  exhortation  after  many  words,  Hee  accepted  of,  and  promised  to  doe  March  21  1637  att 
my  house.  .  .  .” 

Thomas  Besbeech  did  jury  service  at  the  General  Court  held  in  Plymouth,  6  March 
1637-38  along  with  twelve  others  including  Anthony  Annable  and  William  Bassatt.  In  1638  he  bought  a 
house  from  William  Palmer  in  Duxbury  and  moved  there.  On  15  Nov.  1641,  his  daughter  Mary  married 
William  Browne  of  Sudbury,  Mass. 

At  the  General  Court  held  7  March  1642-43  William  Bradford,  Governor  .  .  .  “upon 
petition  of  John  Washburn,  it  is  ordered  by  the  Court  that  Mr.  Edward  Winslow. 

“Capt.  Myles  Standish,  Mr.  John  Alden  and  Jonothan  Brewster  shall  view  the  bounds  betwixt  Mr.  Thomas 
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Besbeech  and  the  said  John  Washburn  and  with  the  help  of  Mr.  William  Vassells  instrument,  set  the  bounds 
according  to  their  best  information  and  judgement,  set  the  bounds  of  their  lands  betwixt  them  and  what 
bounds  they  shall  sett,  shall  so  remayne  ppetually  without  any  alteracion.” 

In  1643  Thomas  Besbeech  was  chosen  representative  to  the  General  Court  for  Dux- 

bury.a 


From  the  records,  House  of  Deputies  1644-1657 

Mass.  Bay  Colony  .  .  .  “the  court  doth  allow  and  approve  of  this  return  May  15-16  1656  petition  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Sudbury,  asking  Court  will  be  pleased  to  confirm  and  ratify  the  same  for  the  preventing  of 
after  troubles  and  for  setting  of  peace  and  truth  amongst  us.”  Petition  was  signed  by  18  persons  including 
William  Browne,  Thomas  Besbeech  and  Jane  Goodnow. 

At  the  Court  held  3  May  1642  before  Governor  Bradford.  “Mr  William  Collyer 
Capt.  Standish  and  Jonothan  Brewster  are  ordered  by  the  Court  to  set  the  ancient  boundaries  betwixt  the 
lands  of  Mr.  Thomas  Besbeech  and  John  Washburn  and  to  require  the  help  and  knowlege  of  any  that  can 
give  them  information  about  the  same.”b 

■M  Court  1  March  1641—42  before  Governor  Bradford,  “Thomas  Besbeech  and 
John  Willis  were  sworn  as  Grand  Jurymen  from  Duxbury.  Thomas  Besbeech  was  fined  5s.  for  having  been 
warned  to  serve  on  the  Grand  Jury  Inquest  and  departing  without  lycence.”® 

On  8  July  1645  Alice  Besbeech,  his  daughter,  married  John  Bourne  of  Marshfield, 

M  ass.d 


The  Foreman  list  of  1645  includes  among  others  Mr.  Thomas  Besbeech,  Capt.  Myles 
Standish  and  John  Alden.  In  this  same  year  Thomas  Besbeech  moved  to  Sudbury,  where  his  daughter  Mary 
Browne  lived.  Two  years  later  he  sold  his  lands  in  Duxbury. 

On  10  May  1662  Thomas  Besbeech  granted  to  his  daughter  Sarah,  wife  of  Francis 
Stevens,  Sr.,  30  acres  of  land  in  Rehoboth,  Mass.e 

During  the  year  1664  Thomas  Besbeech  sold  land  in  Sudbury  and  moved  to  Marsh¬ 
field  and  later  on  moved  back  to  Sudbury. 

On  25  Nov.  1672  he  made  his  will,  directing  that  he  be  buried  at  the  east  end  of  the 
church  in  the  churchyard  in  Sudbury  and  bequeathed  his  land  in  Hedcorn  and  Frittenden,  England  to  his 
daughter  Mary  Browne  and  her  children.1 

He  died  9  March  1673-74;  his  will,  delivered  to  William  Browne,  as  the  latter  attests 
was  probated  2  July  1674. 

The  Church  of  Sudbury  Plantation  was  located  in  Sudbury  Center,  Mass.  A  Ter¬ 
centenary  marker  shows  the  location  of  the  old  church;  records  show  that  members  of  the  Browne  family 
were  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  as  late  as  1872. 

To  the  east  of  the  old  church  site  in  the  cemetery  is  a  considerable  vacant  space  with 
only  one  old  monument  showing  the  resting  place  of  “Mrs.  Patience  Brown.  Died  1706.  Wife  of  Major 

Thomas  Browne.”  Major  Browne  was  the  grandson  of  Thomas  Besbeech.  More  than  likely  the  body  of 
1  homas  Besbeech  rests  nearby.

The  above  records  are  by  Guilulino  Wetherill,  Minister,  Second  Parish  Church,  now 
the  First  Unitarian  Church  of  Norwell,  Mass.  In  all  of  these  records  the  mother’s  name  is  not  given. 


During  the  year  1641  Mr.  Charles  Chauncey  became  the  new  minister  at  Scituate. 
He  had  been  assistant  pastor  at  Flymouth,  Mass,  and  remained  as  pastor  in  Scituate  until  1654  when  he 
served  as  president  of  Harvard  College  for  18  years.  He  was  educated  at  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  Eng¬ 
land  and  had  been  Vicar  of  Ware  and  later  of  Marston,  St.  Lawrence,  North  Hamptonshire.  Refusing  to 
observe  the  ecclesiastical  regulations  of  Laud,  he  was  imprisoned.  After  a  recantation,  which  later  caused 
him  great  humiliation  and  self  reproach,  he  emigrated  to  New  England  in  1637.  He  was  a  noted  scholar  and 
ecclesiastical  writer."5 


General  Court  7  Sept.  1642,  Governor  Bradford 

"Elisha  Besbeach  of  Scituate,  planter  acknowleageth  to  the  King  etc.  .  .  .  the  condicion  etc.  .  .  .  that  if  the  said  Elisha  Besbeach  do 
personally  appear  at  the  next  Court  of  the  Sovrigne  Lord  the  King  to  be  held  at  Plymouth  the  first  Tuesday  in  November  next,  to  answer  to  all  such  matters 
as  on  his  said  behalf  shall  be  objected  against  him  concerning  a  libell  made  against  Mr.  Charles  Chauncey  and  aside  the  further  order  of  the  Court  and 

not  dep't.  the  same  without  licence  that  then,  etc.  .  .  .” 

General  Court  5  June  1651,  Governor  Bradford. 

“Ppounded  to  take  up  their  freedom,”  22  men,  including  Elisha  Bisbey,  also,  ‘‘Sworne 
for  Grand  Inquest,  as  above,  Elisha  Bisbey.” 

General  Court  5  June  1658. 

"Governor  Prence  Assistants,  William  Collyere,  John  Alden,  Josias  Winslow,  Thomas  Sudworth,  William  Bradford  and  Thomas  Hinck- 

ey.”« 

Walter  Briggs  complained  against  Robert  Spraught  in  an  action  of  the  case  to  the  damage  of  twenty  pounds,  for  the  serving  of  one  year 
ol  his  time  and  for  other  debts  and  dues.  The  jury  found  for  the  defendant,  the  cost  of  the  "suite.”  The  Jurymens  names  were,  Josias  Winslow,  Sr.,  John 
Browne,  James  Browne,  William  Merricke,  Elisha  Bisley,  John  Hathaway,  William  Wetherill,  William  Curtiss,  Abraham  Blush,  John  Dingley,  Thomas  Pincen  , 
Samuel  Hicks  and  Rodolph  Elmes. 

In  the  earlier  records  Elisha  Bisbee  is  called  Besbeach  which  definitely  associates  him  with  Thomas  Besbeech. 
In  most  of  the  later  records  he  signs,  and  is  called,  “Besbe”and  "Besbey.” 

Shortly  after  the  libel  incident  concerning  the  minister  Charles  Chauncey,  Elisha  Bisbey  married  Joanna 

- and  lived  on  the  west  side  of  North  River,  south  of  the  road  between  Marshfield  and  what  is  now  Norwell,  Mass.  He 

lived  there  for  a  number  of  years  and  ran  a  ferry  where  Union  Bridge  now  stands.  He  also  kept  a  tavern  there  for  travelers  between 
Plymouth  and  points  north.  Ferry  rates  were  fixed  by  law.  Jonothan  Turner,  son  of  Elder  Turner  and  Elisha’s  son-in-law,  lived 
about  30  rods  northwest  of  the  road  near  the  river  where  he  had  a  tannery.d

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Governor  Prence  appointed  Elisha  Besbey  and  Christopher  Winter,  Constables  of 
Marshfield  9  June,  1659.  In  those  days  the  office  was  one  of  high  trust  and  responsibility .a 

He  served  on  juries  in  1651,  1658,  1660  and  1662.  He  was  engaged  in  business  as  late 
as  1662,  winning  a  suit  against  John  Rogers  to  recover  20  pounds  for  “timber  and  cooper  stuff.’’  He  was  also  a 
Grand  Juryman  of  Marshfield  in  1651. 


On  7  June,  1670  Governor  Prence  appointed  Elisha  Bisbee  as  a  committee  with  John 
Bourne  to  look  after  the  Minister’s  Rate  (Collector  of  Minister’s  Rates  or  taxes).b 


The  will  of  Thomas  Chillingworth  of  Marshfield,  7  June  1653,  listed  in  the  inventory 
for  the  Probate  Court,  “Debts  owing  by  him  to  Elisha  Bisbey,  12s.” 

From  the  records  of  the  Great  and  General  Court,  House  of  Representatives,  7  Feb¬ 
ruary  1660: 

“We  whose  names  are  underwritten,  being  impannelled  on  a  jury  to  enquire  how  Jerimiah  Burroughs  of  the 
Town  of  Marshfield  came  by  his  death,  we  find  that  hee  coming  in  a  small  canoo,  to  fetch  some  goods,  hee  had  in  John  Bourne’s 

boate  and  reaching  with  his  hand  to  lay  hold  of  the  boat  reached  short  and  so  fell  into  the  water  whereby  hee  came  by  his  death 

and  so  say  we  all.”

“At  this  Court  Elisha  Bisbey  complaineth  against  John  Rogers  in  an  action  of  the  case  to  the  damage  for 
unjustly  detaining  lumber  and  cooper  stuffe,  which  was  in  partnership  between  said  Bisbey  and  Rogers,  which  was  gotten  upon  the 
Common  be  them  both."  The  jury  found  for  the  plaintiff  “seven  thousand  of  half  hogshead  lumber  or  the  full  value  of  it  in  place 
where  it  laye,  two  pence  damage  and  cost  of  the  suit.  Names  of  the  jurors  sworne  were,”

"The  verdict  of  the  Coroners  enquiry  concerning  the  sudden  death  of  Mary,  wife  of  Thomas  Totman  of 
Scituate.  We  whose  names  are  undersubscribed,  being  empannelled  on  a  Jury  by  the  Constable  of  Scituate,  the  10th  day  of  April, 
1666,  to  enquire  after  the  death  of  Mary,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Totman  and  having  viewed  the  corpse  and  heard  that  evidence,  can 
speak,  doe  give  in  this  following  as  our  verdict.  That  Mary  the  wife  of  Thomas  Totman,  gathered,  dressed  and  did  eate  a  root, 
which  we  judge  shee  mistaking  it,  thinking  it  to  be  the  same  which  shee  had  formerly  often  eaten  of,  but  the  root  being  of  a  poison¬ 
ous  nature,  eating  of  it,  we  judge  was  the  sole  cause  and  occasion  of  her  death  and  that  we  all  agree  herunto  witness  our  hands  the

.  Elisha  Bisbey  Sr.  made  his  will  6  April  1688.a  It  was  probated  4  June  1690.  He 
bequeathed  to  his  sons,  Hopestill,  John  and  Elisha  Jr.,  and  to  his  daughters,  Mary  Beal,  Martha  Turner, 
Hannah  Brooks,  and  to  his  grandchildren.  His  estate  was  appraised  at  £83  15s  4d.  In  his  will  he  called  him¬ 
self  a  glover  but  was  commonly  known  as  a  cooper.  (Plymouth  County  Wills,  Vol.  1  Page  69.) 

There  were  several  ferries  and  bridges  across  the  North  River;  Little’s  Ferry  and 
Bridge  was  three  miles  below  Union  Bridge  at  a  place  called  Dagget’s  Ferry.  The  upper  ferry  was  tended  by 
Elisha  Bisbey  in  1645.  John  Tolman  was  the  last  ferryman  before  Union  Bridge  was  built  in  1801  with  the 
privilege  of  taking  toll.  The  Union  Bridge  is  on  the  road  between  Marshfield  and  Norwell,  Mass. 

Samuel  Sewall’s  diary  of  1 699-1 7 1 4  had  the  following  entry :

Got  comfortably  to  Cook’s  where  we  dined 
i  e  ere  it  rained  pretty  much,  thundered,  though  I  heard  it  not.  When  had  been  there  about  2  hrs.  Mr.  Sheriff  came  with  his 
guard.  Went  to  Plimouth,  snowed  all  the  way.  Got  to  Mr.  Witherel’s  about  4  p.m.  Laus  Deo!”

Mary  Besbeech  came  to  Scituate,  Mass,  with  her  father  in 

the  spring  of  1635.  Her 

husband,  William  Browne,  settled  in  Sudbury,  Mass.,  having  one  of  the  first  lots  assigned  there.  It  was  the 
fourth  one  east  of  the  first  Meeting  House  and  adjoining  that  of  Edmond  Greenough. 

Later  William  Browne  settled  on  200  acres  near  Nobscot,  Mass.  This  land  was 
granted  to  him  in  1649  by  the  General  Court  in  answer  to  a  petition.  He  was  made  a  Freeman  2  June  1641. 

He  became  prominent  in  Sudbury;  was  captain  of  the  militia,  first  deacon  of  the 
church  and  Surveyor  of  Sudbury  in  1643.  He  made  a  will  dated  20  May  1676,  which  was  probated  25  Oct. 
1676.  He  bequeathed  to  his  wife,  Mary,  his  whole  interest  in  lands  given  to  her  by  her  father,  Thomas  Bes- 
beech. 

Their  son,  Major  Thomas  Browne  was  a  man  of  considerable  influence;  married 
Patience  Foster  in  1667.  She  died  in  August  1706,  at  about  52  years  of  age.  Thomas  was  married  again,  this 
time  to  Mary  Pipps,  daughter  of  Deputy  Governor  Thomas  Danforth  and  widow  of  Solomon  Pipps,  Jr. 

Major  Browne  was  much  engaged  in  the  business  of  the  town;  a  Representative  for  a 
succession  of  years  and  commander  of  a  company  of  Horse  in  the  Indian  Wars. 

In  1701  he  was  allowed  compensation  by  the  General  Court  for  a  horse  lost  in  pursuit 
of  Indians  in  1697.  Thomas  Browne  died  7  May  1709.  It  is  recorded  in  the  diary  of  Judge  Sewall  as  follows: 
“Major  Browne  was  buried  in  the  old  burying  place.”  The  tombs  of  Hopestill  Browne  (d.  1731)  contain 
descendants  up  to  the  last  burial  in  1852.  Of  the  several  vaults  at  Wayland  and  also  at  Sudbury,  none  were 
marked  “Browne,”  but  several  had  the  names  obliterated.  (1933  G  3) 

The  first  church  was  built  in  1649,  and  stood  on  the  westerly  part  of  the  old  burying 
ground  at  Sudbury.  The  site  is  marked  by  a  slight  embankment  and  has  a  Tercentenary  marker  placed  there 
in  1930.  Just  south  of  this  and  about  fifty  feet  distant  is  a  small  grave  stone,  the  only  one  remaining  in  a 
considerable  space.  This  stone  was  well  preserved  and  buried  quite  deeply.  The  inscription  reads,  “Here  lies 
ye  body  of  Mrs.  Patience  Browne,  wife  of  Major  Thomas  Browne  aged  about  59  years.  Died  Aug.  ye  15th 
1706.”  In  this  cemetery  are  two  very  old  flat  markers  in  excellent  condition  and  marked  “Goodnough." 
(G  3  1933) 
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Thomas  Besbeech,  the  father  of  Mary  Browne,  lived  with  her  family  for  a  number  of 
years  in  Sudbury.  He  directed  in  his  will  that  he  be  buried*  “to  the  east  of  the  Church.”  More  th  in  likely 
both  he  and  his  daughter  lie  buried  near  the  resting  place  marked  by  the  tombstone  of  Patience  Browne. 

In  1640  a  church  was  organized,  Congregational  in  government  and  Calvinistic  in 
creed.  Edmund  Browne  was  called  as  minister.  His  salary  being  £40,  “half  in  money  and  the  balance  in 
white  peas,  butter,  cheese,  porke,  beefe,  hemp  and  flax,  payable  every  quarter  end.” 

The  church  was  30  feet  long  and  20  feet  wide,  with  six  clear  story  windows,  two  with 
four  lights  each  and  four  with  three  lights  each.  The  community  bought  timbers  and  helped  to  raise  the 
building.  The  seats  were  sold. 

There  were  two  sermons  on  Sunday,  each  lasting  about  one  hour.  The  time  was 
measured  by  an  hour  glass  in  the  pulpit. 

Most  of  the  churches  used  the  “Bay  Psalm  Book”  after  the  year  1640.  This  book  was 
arranged  by  New  England  ministers  and  used  besides  psalms,  about  ten  tunes,  including  “York,”  “Hackney,” 
St.  Martyrs,  Windsor,  and  ‘St.  Marys.”  I  he  book  was  printed  by  Stephen  Daye  at  Cambridge  in  New 
England  in  1640.  This,  the  Psalms  newly  turned  into  metre, ”b  was  the  third  output  of  the  Stephen  Daye 
Press  and  the  first  thing  printed  in  English  America  that  can  be  called  a  book  and  the  first  that  can  still  be 
seen.  The  meeting  was  called  by  the  beating  of  drums. 

An  iron  marker  in  the  cemetery  at  Sudbury,  Mass.,  about  two  miles  west  of  Wayland 

reads  as  follows: 

“1630-1930 

“First  Town  Center.  Site  of  the  First  Meeting  House 
“and  center  of  Settlement  of  Sudbury  Plantation,  1638 
Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  Tercentenary  Commission.”0 

In  the  History  of  Sudbury,  by  Alfred  S.  Hudson  and  published  by  the  town  of  Sudbury 
in  1889,  is  a  map  of  the  old  town.  It  shows  the  location  of  the  Meeting  House  lot  with  William  Browne’s  four 
acies  adjoining  it  on  the  east,  along  Mill  Road.  The  road  to  Concord,  Mass,  was  just  west  of  the  Meeting 
House  lot.

The  Marshfield  Memorial  by  M.  A.  Thomas,  1854,  says,  “John  Bourne  was  the  son  of 
Thomas  Bourne,  the  oldest  of  the  Marshfield  settlers.  It  has  not  been  learned  from  whence  he  emigrated. 
However,  circumstances  lead  us  to  believe  that  he  was  one  of  ‘The  Men  of  Kent.’  His  home  lands  were 
situated  adjoining  the  estates  of  his  sons-in-law,  Josias  Winslow,  and  Rev.  Robert  Waterman,  to  whom  he 
gave  of  his  land  liberally.  He  was  a  large  land  holder  in  the  south  part  of  the  colony.  He  and  his  wife,  Eliza¬ 
beth,  were  past  life’s  meridian  when  we  find  them  at  Green  Harbor .b 


"Thomas  Bourne  died  in  1664,  aged  83  years.  His  wife  died  in  1660,  aged  70  years.  Their  son,  John,  suc¬ 
ceeded  to  the  homestead.  He  married  Alice,  daughter  of  Thomas  Besbeech.

Hopestill  Bisbey  lived  in  Marshfield;  was  Constable  in  1683.  His  wife,  Sarah,  was 
appointed  administratrix  of  his  will  on  18  Dec.  1695.

All  the  children  of  John  Bisbey  were  baptized  by  Mr.  Lawson,  Second  Church,  Scituate,  Mass.  The  old 
Second  Church  is  now  the  First  Unitarian  Church  of  Norwell,  Mass. 

In  the  will  of  Thomas  Ricard,  is  the  item,  “I  give  unto  John,  son  of  Elisha  Bisbey,  all  the  money  yt.  is  due 
unto  me  for  the  bullock  yt.  Joseph  Tilden  bought  of  me.”0 

The  inventory  of  the  will  included,  “one  cow  in  keeping  of  Elisha  Bisbey,  £4  18s.”  This  was  dated  14  Nov. 

1648. 

In  the  will  of  Thomas  Bird  is  the  item,  “unto  John  Bisbee,  son  of  Elisha,  40s.  to  bee  paid  unto  him  one  year 
after  my  decease.”  The  will  disposed  of  Thomas  Bird’s  dwelling  houses  and  land  between  John  Bisbee’s  and  Thomas  Oldham’s 
places.  The  will  directed  that  20s.  be  paid  to  the  Church  of  Marshfield;  The  complete  inventory  amounted  to  £211  Is  and  was 
dated  8  July  1664. 


In  1704  John  Bisbee  granted  a  deed  to  Job  Otis  (Plymouth  Co.,  Vol.  5  p.  130)  and  in  1715  granted  a  deed  to 
Thomas  Rogers  (Plymouth  Co.,  Vol.  lip.  70). 

In  the  deeds  of  Plymouth  County,  Vol.  33,  page  256,  23  Oct.  1728,  is  the  following: 

“Isaac  Thomas,  Gent,  for  339  pounds  from  John  Leavitt  of  Hingham,  cooper,  land  in  Pembroke  on  Bridge- 
water  line  next  to  John  Bisbee’s” 

Also,  in  the  same  deeds,  Vol.  12,  the  following  appears  concerning  Nathaniel  Thomas  of  Marshfield,  Esq., 
and  Nathaniel  Thomas  of  Plymouth: 

“We  the  said  Nathaniel  Thomas,  Sr.,  and  Nathaniel  Thomas,  Jr.,  for  312  pounds  from  John  Bisbee  of  Marsh¬ 
field  (Probably  No.  312),  husbandman,  lands  in  Pembroke  with  housing,  etc.” 

In  the  church  record  of  the  Second  Church  of  Christ,  Pembroke,  Rev.  Nathaniel  Ells  writes: 

“Those  in  full  communion  with  this  Church  before  I  took  charge  of  it,”  included  among  others,  Johannah 

Bisby  (date)  1704.

Elisha  Bisbee  Jr.  lived  in  Hingham  and  was  known  as  “Ensign  Bisbee.” 

In  the  will  of  Thomas  King,  an  item  reads: 

“To  my  daughter,  Sarah  Bisbey,  the  use  and  improvement  of  three  acres  of  marsh 
land,  up  the  river  in  Marshfield  next  to  the  ‘Gravely  Beach’  there  and  so  by  upland  side,  during  her  natural 
life  and  the  life  of  her  husband.’’ 

From  the  records,  Marshfield  General  Court,  this  item: 

"Received  and  admitted  as  Freemen  at  ye  1st  June  1689  General  Court  from  Marshfield,  Elisha  Bisbey, 
Hopestill  Bisbey.  .  .  .”  Sixty-eight  others  were  listed. 

Elisha  and  Mary  Bisbey  joined  60  others  in  signing  a  document  pertaining  to  witchcraft  as  follows : 

“Hingham  the  7th  Feb.  1708-9. b 

“Where  as  we  the  underwritten  have  heard  that  there  are  scandalous  reports  of  the  widow  Mahatabel  Warran 
of  Plymouth,  we,  knowing  that  she  was  brought  up  in  the  place,  and  in  her  younger  time  had  been  a  person  of  great  affliction,  before 
she  was  married,  and  hath  lived  in  this  towne  divers  years  in  her  widowhood,  and  we  never  have  had  any  suspition  nor  have  ever 
heard  that  any  amongst  us  have  had  the  least  suspition  that  ever  she  was  guilty  of  the  sin  of  being  a  witch  or  anything  that  may 
occation  (sic)  such  suspition  of  her.’’ 

An  item  from  Plymouth  County  Records,  16  June,  1692,  is  as  follows: 

"John  Rogers  was  on  a  jury  to  lay  out  and  remove  highways  in  Marshfield,  in  their  return  they  describe  a 
way  which  ran  near  the  houses  of  the  three  brothers  and  in  the  new  way  which  said  Rogers  lately  made,  and  so  on  over  the  Cove 
Creek  by  his  house  and  so  along  by  Frenche’s  tinnament  and  Henry  Perry’s  house  to  the  upper  end  of  the  field  before  said  Perry’s 
door,  and  then  turning  southwards  along  by  the  Cove  Creek,  downward  as  the  old  way  leadeth  by  the  house  and  so  as  the  new  way 
now  lieth  near  to  Joseph  Rogers’  fence  and  so  on  a  line  of  Elisha  Bisbee.”

The  so  called  unfortunate  venture  “The  Land  Bank  of  1740”  involved  about  1252  men,  as  shown  in  the 
Massachusetts  archives,  documents  such  as  registry  returns,  alphabetical  lists  of  the  subscribers  and  those  who  paid  their  assess¬ 
ments;  also  news  letters  of  15  Nov.  1744  and  2  Jan.  1745.b 

It  was  a  scheme  to  attempt  to  issue  a  currency  based  on  real  estate.  The  parties  interested  were  numerous 
enough  to  control  the  state  House  of  Representatives  for  several  years;  and  the  towns  voted  in  many  instances  to  take  land  bank 
notes  for  town  rates.  This  all  happened  less  than  20  years  after  the  “South  Sea  Bubble”  in  England. 

Elisha  Bisbey  (416),  and  John  Jr.  (412),  with  about  1250  other  citizens  of  Massachusetts  were  partners  in 
‘The  Land  Bank  of  1740.” 

Jonah  (512),  was  named  administrator  of  John  Jr’s,  will  in  [1744.]® 

James  Bonney,  of  the  third  generation,  mentioned  previously,  died  in  1723,  leaving  his  wife,  Desire,  and  son, 
James  Jr.  (who  was  of  age)  and  daughter  Abiah  and  minor  sons  Job  and  Elijah.  Nehimiah  Cushing  was  guardian.

also  one  of  a  committee  to  select  a  site  for  the  Congregational  Church  on  Drink  River  Road,  Hanover,  Mass. 


An  order  passed  by  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  1st  session  in  1736,  states,  “Empower¬ 
ing  the  town  of  Pembroke  to  survey  and  lay  out  500  acres  of  land  for  a  school  in  answer  to  a  petition  by  [Elijah  Bisby  Esq.]  in  behalf

Elisha’s  widow,  Sarah,  married  (2)  Josiah  Williams  of  Bridgewater  on  4  Feb.  1747-8. 
Josiah  was  born  in  1692  and  was  the  father  of  Seth  Williams  and  grandfather  of  Revel  Williams  of  Augusta, 
Maine.  Josiah  Williams’  first  wife  was  Martha  Howard.  He  was  the  son  of  Benjamin  and  Rebecca  (Macey) 
Williams.  Benjamin  was  the  son  of  Richard  and  Frances  (Dighton)  Williams.  He  was  baptized  in  1606. 


Elisha  Bisbee  was  known  as  “Esquire”  and  as  “The  Honest  Lawyer.”  He  practised  in  Pembroke;  was  a 
member  of  the  General  Court  from  Pembroke  for  the  period  1725  to  1736.  He  died  while  still  a  member  of  the  Court. 

Elisha’s  son,  Benjamin,  enlisted  for  service  in  the  French  and  Indian  War,  from  West  Bridgewater  in  the 
spring  of  1755  and  died  of  a  wound  from  a  poisoned  bullet  at  Fort  George.  He  died  the  same  day  he  was  wounded  and  was  buried 
near  a  tree  marked  with  his  initials  by  a  friend,  Packard,  of  North  Bridgewater.8 

When  a  member  of  the  General  Court,  Elisha  Bisbee  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  House  on  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  Governor’s  salary,  then  a  matter  of  controversy  with  the  King  and  his  ministers.  While  attending  the  Court  in  Boston 
in  1736  he  was  sick  but  was  active  enough  to  secure  an  appropriation  for  Province  lands  for  the  town  of  Pembroke  "to  enable  them 
to  keep  a  grammar  school  therein.” 

Elisha  Bisbee  was  one  of  the  five  Justices  of  Peace  in  Plymouth,  Mass.  3  July  1734.  He  was  said  to  be  one  of 
the  best  lawyers  of  his  day. 

The  following  letter  was  written  to  his  wife  in  1736:b 


“My  dear, 

"These  with  my  love,  come  to  let  you  know  that  I  hope  in  about  ten  days  to  see  you,  God  willing. 

As  to  my  health,  I  can  say  but  little  about  it,  but  I  am  such  as  I  was.  When  the  weather  is  very  hot,  I  lie  by  and  when  the  air  is 
thick,  I  dare  not  go  out,  but  I  am  as  careful  as  I  can.  I  have  got  on  a  stomach  plaster  again.  I  hope  it  is  of  some  service. 

"I  shall,  I  think,  bring  you  some  flax  and  cotton  wool  but  they  are  very  dear.  Flax  I  cannot  have  under  two 
shillings  and  five  pence  and  take  a  good  quantity.  As  to  sheep’s  wool,  don’t  neglect  to  go  to  John  Little,  Esq:  claim  his  promise  and 
tell  him  you  must  what  you  have  occasion  for  etc. 

"Give  my  duty  to  my  mother,0  my  love  to  my  children,  sister, d  and  all  friends  which,  in  haste,  is  all  at 


present.

When  a  member  of  the  General  Court  (1725-36)  Elisha  Bisbee  voted  against  the  acceptance  of  His  Majesty’s 
Royal  Explanatory  Charter.  1725.  There  were  41  yeas  and  31  nays. 

George  I  of  Hanover  was  King  of  England  at  this  time.  Governor  Burnet  died  in  1729  and  was  succeeded 
by  Governor  Jonothan  Belcher.  The  following  excerpts  from  reports  of  committees  on  which  Elisha  Bisbee  served,  may  give  some 
idea  of  the  business  of  the  time:

For  congratulatory  address  to  His  Excellency  Governor  Belcher. 

One  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  confer  with  the  Honorable  Board  on  their  vote  for  a  conference. 

To  join  an  address  to  the  King  showing  why  they  have  not  complied  with  his  instructions. 

For  computation  of  debts  of  Province  and  future  needs.

Abner  Bisbee  was  the  forebear  of  many  of  the  Bisbees  of  Vermont.  He  enlisted  in  the 
French  and  Indian  War  from  Massachusetts  under  Lord  Jeffery  Amherst  and  became  Captain  of  a  company 
of  Rangers.  He  settled  about  six  miles  from  what  is  now  Springfield,  Vt.,  which  was  then  Fort  No.  4.b 


He  held  a  commission  in  the  French  and  Indian  War  from  George  II  and  was  in  command  of  a  company 
of  Scouts.*  After  the  war  he  came  to  Springfield,  Vt.,  in  1763,  with  a  bed  of  sea  fowl  feathers  and  a  few  cooking  utensils  strapped 
to  his  horse.  He  crossed  the  Connecticut  River  at  the  Ferry  and  passed  on  up  Crown  Point  Road,  settling  near  the  North  Line  of 
the  Town  on  land  afterwards  owned  by  Joshua  Durrant  and  Luther  G.  Boynton.  Shortly  after  his  arrival,  he  married  Mary  Hall. 
She  was  a  resolute  and  courageous  woman  as  shown  by  her  conduct  during  the  Indian  Wars. 

Captain  Bisbee  held  two  commissions  during  the  American  Revolution  and  at  one  time  was  a  representative 
of  his  town  in  the  General  Assembly. 

Capt.  Bisbee  was  a  good  farmer  and  business  man  and  in  nine  years  had  paid  for  four  lots  of  land  and  took 
title  under  the  New  Hampshire  Grants;  also  paid  £8  3s.  4d.  for  an  indenture  signed  by  Richard  Morris  under  the  New  York  Charter. 

He  had  the  reputation  of  being  an  honest  man;  was  not  a  church  member  but  was  always  a  supporter  of  the 


church.

After  theRevolutionary  War  there  was  a  large  movement  of  settlers  from  Mass,  “to  the  Eastward  into 
Maine.  One  reason  was  that  soldiers  had  been  paid  in  script  which  was  of  small  value  in  trade  but  was  taken  at  face  value  for  pur¬ 
chase  of  land  from  the  government. 


Charles  Bisbee  bought  land  in  the  Township  of  Sharon,  now  Sumner,  Maine,  of  Benjamin  Darling  of  Han¬ 
over,  Mass,  and  visited  Sumner  in  1783. 

Buckfield  had  been  settled  seven  years  and  Sumner,  Maine  was  a  wilderness.  Charles  put  up  a  cabin  and 
returned  to  Pembroke,  Mass.,  where  he  had  lived  after  the  war.  The  next  spring  he  took  his  family  to  Provincetown  and  from 
thence  to  Yarmouth,  Maine  by  packet  and  then  on  horseback  to  what  is  now  Sumner,  Maine,  arriving  there  on  the  5th  of  June  1784. 

Carefully  selecting  the  land  and  utilizing  the  help  of  his  large  family,  he  soon  cleared  up  a  good  farm  and 
saw  his  sons  and  daughters  settled  on  farms  nearby. 

He  died  on  the  twenty-third  anniversary  of  his  arrival  in  Sumner. 


The  following  letter  was  written  by  his  son  Elisha,  the  eldest  son,  to  William  Ford  who  had  mairied  a  sister 
of  Beulah  Howland,  the  wife  of  Charles  Bisbee.  The  letter  has  been  given  to  Dr.  William  B.  Lapham  by  Miss  Lydia  Ford,  daughter 
of  William  Ford  of  Hanson,  Mass.a  The  letter  is  as  follows: 


“Dear  Uncle 


"I  embrace  this  opportunity  to  inform  you  that  we  are  well  as  common.  I  have  nothing  new  to  write.  It  is  a 
general  time  of  health  here.  We  have  had  a  very  moderate  winter  and  as  forward  a  spring  as  we  have  had  since  I  lived  here.  Bread 
and  meat  are  plenty  and  cheap  and  labor  bears  a  very  high  price  and  is  not  to  be  had  at  any  rate. 


“I  was  at  the  widow  Child’s  lately;  all  well.  The  Judge  of  probate  has  done  very  extraordinarily  well  by  the 
widow;  her  dower  would  fetch  twelve  or  fifteen  hundred  dollars  at  least,  and  the  doctor's  estate  is  likely  to  come  out  much  better 
than  was  expected. 


“I  have  not  had  a  line  from  you  this  many  a  day,  and  have  done  looking  for  any,  but  I  am  in  hopes  my 
scribbling  may  stir  you  up  so  that  I  may  know  how  you  and  your  relations  are  in  that  old  worn  out  country,  and  pray  don  t  miss 
any  opportunity  of  writing  to  me  as  I  shall  take  it  very  hard  if  you  do.

They  married  men  of  property  and 
are  in  a  way  to  live  if  no  misfortune  overtakes  them.

This  record  seems  to 
be  correct  for  Ebenezer  Sr.  (541).  Ebenezer  Bisbee  was  a  witness  to  the  will  of  William  Holmes  of  Halifax,  Mass.,  20  June  1760. 
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Revolutionary  War  records  of  Massachusetts  soldiers  and  sailors  lists,  “Ebenezer  Bisbee  of  Bridgewater, 
Private  in  Capt.  Elisha  Mitchell's  Co.  Col.  Simeon  Cary’s  Reg’t.  Payroll  for  5  days  service  between  time  of  enlistment  and  time  of 
marching,  dated  April  2d.  1776.”  Also  “in  Capt.  Abraham  Washburn’s  Co.  Col.  John  Cushing’s  Reg’t.  enlisted  9-20-1776.  Service

Member  from  Plympton  [Elisha  Bisbee  Jr.];  yeas  187,  nays  168,  including  Elisha  Bisbee.  “  This  was  more 
than  likely  Elijah  Bisbee  3d  (542)  as  the  U.  S.  census  of  1790  for  Massachusetts  lists  only  Elisha  Jr.  in  Plainfield.  "Let  it  be  told  to 
the  honour  of  Mass.;  to  the  reputation  of  her  citizens,  as  men  willing  to  acquiese  in  that  Republican  principle  of  submitting  to  the

Benjamin  Bisbee  was  said  to  have  served  in  the  War  of  1812;  enlisted  at  Plattsburg,  N.  Y.  for  service  as 
Private  in  Capt.  Baxter  Pierce’s  and  Lieut.  Col.  George  Wells’  Co.,  Benedict  Regiment,  N.  Y.  Militia;  service  from  26  August  1812 
to  3  June  1813. 

In  the  State  records,  foot  noted  below,  Baxter  Pierce  was  a  Lieut.  Colonel  and  later  Captain  and  Second

The  records  of  Massachusetts  Militia  from  1812  to  1814  show:  “Moses  Bisbee,  Capt.  J.  Holt’s  Co.,  Col.  M. 
Ryerson’s  Reg’t.;  raised  in  Albany  and  Bethel,  Maine,  service,  Portland,  Maine  1-25-1814  to  11-7-1814.”  He  was  in  the  same 
company  with  Rufus  and  Studley  Bisbee.  The  1810  census  for  Maine  shows  Moses  as  living  in  Albany,  Oxford  County,  Maine. 

Moses  Bisbee  resided  for  many  years  in  Bethel,  Maine  in  the  center  of  the  town,  called  "Middle  Intervale.” 
He  was  listed  as  a  taxpayer  of  Buckfield  in  1797  and  head  of  a  family  in  1800.  He  was  an  ingenious  blacksmith  and  made  much  of 
the  cutlery  of  the  neighborhood. 

Ellen  Buck  married  Moses  Bisbee  14  Oct.  1789.  She  was  born  8  Jan.  1765.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Abijah 
Buck,  first  settler  of  the  name  in  Buckfield  who  married  Phoebe  Taylor,  daughter  of  Jonothan  and  Rebecca  Taylor  in  the  autumn 
of  1776. 

Abijah  Buck  left  New  Gloucester,  Maine  with  a  group  of  hunters  and  came  to  what  is  now  Buckfield,  Maine: 
firstly  to  select  lots  for  settlement  and  secondly  for  good  hunting.  “Streaked  Mountain,”  “Twenty  Mile  River,”  “Owl  Mountain” 
and  “Bog  Creek”  had  long  been  given  their  present  names  and  the  region  was  famous  for  bear  and  catamount.8 

Abijah  Buck,  then  34  years  old,  had  served  with  the  Colonial  forces  in  1760  and  had  previously  been  a 
“Scout  to  the  Eastward.”  He  was  born  in  Dunstable,  Mass.,  the  son  of  John  Buck  Jr.  Abijah  wrote  a  fair  hand  for  those  times  and 
records  in  his  diary,  “Bucktown,  March  4,  1777-  beginning  this  town  at  this  time.”8 


“The  Bucks  of  Buckfield  descended  from  William  Buck,  a  plowwright  who  emigrated  to  Salem,  Mass,  in  the 
ship  ‘Increase’  in  1635.  He  was  born  in  England  and  came  to  America  with  four  sons,  Isaac,  James,  John  and  Roger.”

John  Bisbee  was  17  years  old  when  his  father  and  entire  family  moved  from  Bridge- 
water,  Mass,  to  Sumner,  Maine  and  settled.  Later  he  moved  to  a  farm  of  his  own  in  Sumner  between  the  two 
Labrador  Ponds  where  he  remained  for  48^1?  years.  He  was  both  farmer  and  blacksmith  and  known  as  “LIncle 
Johnny.”  He  was  not  careful  about  his  personal  appearance;  was  a  great  bear  and  fox  hunter. 

John  Bisbee’s  farm  was  located  near  Black  Mountain,  between  Labrador  Ponds. 
There  is  a  small  family  cemetery  on  the  old  homestead  in  which  are  buried  John  Bisbee’s  wife  Sarah,  his  son 


Jones  and  others  of  the  immediate  family.

He  bought  part  of  8  acres  in  section  3  on  the  easterly  side  of  Mill  Pond 
from  Solomon  Bryant.  In  1802  he  signed  a  petition  to  the  House  and  Senate  (Maine)  for  division  of  the  town.  He  sold  his  store  in 
Paris  to  Morse  in  1803  and  moved  to  Belfast,  Maine  and  later  to  Portland.  In  1810  he  moved  to  Woodstock,  Maine,  built  a  mill 
and  lived  in  Woodstock  until  his  death  in  1852.  He  was  Moderator  of  the  first  town  meeting  held  after  the  town  was  incorporated.

Again,  same  census,  Hiram  H.  Bisby,  brother  of  James,  is  listed  as  28  years  old  and  Caroline,  his  wife,  24 
years  old;  both  listed  once  in  McDonough,  N.  Y.  and  again  in  Norwich,  N.  Y.,  ages  same  in  both  instances.  Bolivar  is  listed  in 
McDonough,  age,  24  years.  There  were  no  Bisbees  listed  in  Pharsalia,  N.  Y.  but  Sherburne,  N.  Y.  listed  Elizabeth,  age  24  years; 
Emma,  8  years  and  James  K.  6  years. 

The  1860  census  lists  no  Bisbees  in  McDonough  but  James  was  listed  in  the  Pharsalia  census,  age  76  years,  a 
farmer;  tax  assessment  was  $600  real  estate  and  $500  personal  property.  Polly  Bisbee,  his  wife,  was  listed  as  73  years  old  and  a 
housekeeper.

Regarding  the  duel  between  General  Poor  and  Major  Porter,  the  following  is  reported:  (Mass.  Historical 
Society,  March  1882,  page  259)  “Samuel  Bisbee,  who  died  in  1845,  aged  88  yrs.,  a  man  of  truth  and  accuracy  (See  N.  E.  Hist,  and 
Gen.  Register,  Jan.  1850,  Vol.  4,  page  100)  though  he  did  not  enlist  under  Porter,  having  been  earlier  in  the  service,  was  in  the  same 
regiment  at  the  time  of  the  duel  and  assured  the  writer  that  he  himself  heard  the  report  of  the  pistol  shortly  after  daybreak.  Major 
Porter  an  ex-preacher,  challenged  a  superior  officer  and  killed  him  in  a  duel.”

“Benjamin  Bisbee  was  a  farmer.  His  father,  Samuel,  by  a  deed  drawn  in  1761  but  not 
executed  until  1764,  bought  61  acres  in  Stoughton,  a  part  of  Lot  18,  in  the  5th  range  of  the  25th  division  of 
Dorchester  land.  This  lot  was  on  what  is  now  Park  Street  not  far  from  the  Brockton  line.  There  Samuel  built 
a  house  and  by  his  will  bequeathed  his  homestead  to  his  son,  Benjamin,  subject  to  a  life  lease  on  one-half  the 
estate  to  his  mother  and  unmarried  sister.

She  picked  as  she  pleased  and  a  sheriff  with  a  warrant  made  his  appearance  to 
arrest  her.  After  reading  the  warrant  to  her  the  sheriff  received  this  reply,  “I  am  an  old  woman  of  seventy-One.  I  have  picked 
cranberries  since  I  began.  You  can  make  laws  when  you  are  inclined  to  and  I  will  pick  cranberries  when  I  am  a  mind  to.”

Elijah  Wyatt  Bisbee  received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  and  for  several  years 
was  a  teacher  in  the  vicinity  of  his  native  Weathersfield.  He  moved  to  Waitsfield,  Vt.  with  his  parents  in  1836 
and  lived  there  until  1864  when  he  moved  to  Moretown  where  he  bought  the  old  Ephraim  Pearce  farm. 

In  politics  he  was  a  Republican  and  was  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church.  He 
was  a  butter  and  produce  buyer  for  the  firm  of  J.  W.  Merriam  Co.,  Faneuil  Hall  Market,  Boston.  He  was  a 
Selectman  of  Moretown  for  several  years  and  took  an  active  interest  in  public  affairs.  He  was  president  of 
the  Washington  County  Agricultural  Society  and  a  trustee  of  Barre  Academy  in  1849.  He  practised  law  in 
Moretown.  In  1877  all  of  his  buildings  were  destroyed  by  a  fire  of  incendiary  origin.  The  perpetrator  was 
caught  and  punished.b

Asaph  Bisbee  moved  to  Philadelphia  before  1813.  He  was  a  shoemaker,  cordwainer 
and  a  dealer  in  various  articles  of  footwear  until  his  death.  He  made  a  will  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Will  Book  19, 
page  193,  will  number  163,  as  follows:  “In  the  Name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  Asaph  Bisbee  of  the  Kensington  Dis¬ 
trict  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  Cordwainer,  being  weak  in  body  but 
of  sound  mind,  memory  and  understanding.  Praised  be  God  for  the  same!  .  .  .  bequeath  all  property,  real, 
personal  and  mixed  to  my  beloved  wife,  Catherine  Bisbee.  .  .  .” 


He  named  his  wife  as  executrix,  dated  21  July  1847.  Witnesses  were:  James  B.  Dare 
(Alderman),  Joseph  S.  Bradford  and  Matthias  Fouse. 

The  affidavit  of  authenticity  of  the  will  was  dated  12  Aug.  1847 

Oath  by  executrix  was  12  Aug.  1847 

Catherine  Bisbee  signed  with  her  mark.0 

Asaph  Bisbee  was  deceased  at  this  time.

The  Public  Ledger  and  Daily  Transcript  of  Aug.  10,  1847  carried  the  following  death  notice: 

“Died  on  the  8th  inst.,  Mr.  Asaph  Bisbee,  in  60  years  of  his  age.  The  friends  of  the  family  are  respectfully 
invited  to  attend  his  funeral  from  his  late  residence,  number  197  Germantown  Road  above  Franklin  St.,  this  (Tuesday)  afternoon 
at  2  o’clock  without  further  notice,  proceed  to  Laurel  Hill. ”b 

After  writing  the  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery  Co.  (April  24,  1954)  we  visited  the  graves  and 
saw  the  records.  Asaph  Bisbee  was  63  yrs.  old  according  to  their  records.  No  other  information  was  obtained 
from  them  except  the  burial  date  of  his  wife  Catherine  Bisbee.  The  monument  and  lot  is  about  one  hundred 
feet  from  the  main  cemetery  office  and  in  the  old  North  part  about  four  blocks  north  of  Lehigh  Ave. 

On  Ridge  Ave.  an  old  marble  monument,  eight  foot  high,  and  a  slab  are  in  place.  The 
name  Asaph  Bisbee  is  easily  read,  the  date  of  death  is  indistinct  but  the  words  “Native  of  Plymouth”  on  the 
slab  are  legible. 

Philadelphia  County  has  no  records  of  births,  marriages  or  deaths  prior  to  1860.  The 
wills  of  Plymouth  County  in  Plymouth  were  examined  a  few  years  ago  with  the  thought  that  George  Bisbee 
(653)  may  have  left  a  will  or  some  kind  of  reference,  but  nothing  was  found.  Therefore  the  cemetery  data 
and  other  facts  identify  this  Asaph  Bisbee  as  Number  7166,  beyond  any  doubt. 

Just  before  Asaph  Bisbee  came  to  Philadelphia  in  1810,  the  city  had  a  population  of 
53722;  Southwark,  13707;  Northern  Liberties,  19874  and  all  of  Philadelphia  County,  111210.  McKean  Street 
was  the  south  limit  of  Philadelphia  in  1840.  Camden,  N.  J.,  just  across  the  river,  had  only  a  few  buildings.  In 
Philadelphia  the  railroad  ran  up  Broad  Street  from  Prime  Street  (now  Washington  Avenue),  south  over  to 
Dock  Street.  No  stations  are  shown  on  the  old  layouts.  A  railroad  also  ran  on  Lehigh  Avenue  and  north  to 
Richmond  Piers  from  Reading,  Pa.

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John  Bisbce  Jr.  went  to  schor  l  in  Kingston,  Mass,  under  Rev.  Martin  Parris  and  was  a 
classmate  of  Rev.  W.  A.  Drew  of  Augusta.  He  graduated  at  Brown  University  and  studied  law  with  Marcus 
Morton  in  Taunton.  He  embraced  Universalism  and  began  to  preach  in  Brookfield,  Mass.  He  was  ordained 
Nov.  14,  1821.  On  October  19,  1824  he  went  to  Hartford  and  succeeded  Rev.  Russell  Streetor  of  Portland, 
Maine  in  July  1827.  While  in  Portland  he  was  known  as  a  talented  and  eloquent  speaker. 

There  is  a  probability  that  Rev.  John’s  influence  resulted  in  a  petition  for  incorporation  of  a  Universalist 
Society  which  was  presented  to  the  General  Court  and  granted  on  October  12,  1824.  Rev.  John  Bisbee  had 
three  children.  He  died  after  eight  days  illness  in  Portland,  Maine  March  8,  1829.  The  Bisbee  fraternity  in 
Portland  perpetuated  his  memory. 

He  delivered  an  oration  at  Southbridge,  Mass,  on  the  Fourth  of  July  1821,  the  45th 
anniversary  of  that  memorable  day.  He  was  noted  for  the  purity  and  quality  of  his  diction. 

Rev.  Bisbee  had  some  striking  physical  peculiarities;  his  hair  and  beard  on  one  side 
were  white  while  the  other  side  was  dark;  one  eye  was  hazel  and  the  other  pale  blue.  He  generally  contrived 
to  dye  both  sides  of  his  hair  and  beard  the  same.  He  also  had  some  interesting  mental  peculiarities. 

H  is  wife  had  been  a  student  at  his  private  school  before  their  marriage  and  after 
Rev.  Bisbee’s  death  she  taught  school.  She  later  married  Daniel  Jackson  in  1833;  she  was  graduated  from  a 
medical  school  in  1861  and  practised  medicine  for  18  years.a

Jones  Bisbee  was  named  fcr  his  grandmother,  Anna  Jones.  He  lived  on  the  T.  Wood¬ 
bury  farm  in  the  early  1840’s.  The  farm  was  about  one  mile  from  West  Peru  and  bordered  on  the  Androscog¬ 
gin  River  within  sound  of  Rumfcrd  Falls.  In  1859  he  lived  on  a  farm  near  Wilton,  Maine.  After  selling  the 
property  in  1859  to  Elias  Norcross  Jones  bought  his  father’s  tld  homestead  between  the  Labrador  Ponds, 
Sumner,  Maine  where  he  died  in  1874.  Even  though  he  had  a  crippled  knee  he  was  very  active  and  at  one  time 
walked  from  Sumner  to  Patton,  Maine.  His  widow,  Rebekah,  later  moved  to  Madelia,  Minn,  and  joined  her 
two  sons,  John  and  Sylvester,  who  had  previcusly  moved  from  Maine.  She  lived  with  her  son,  Sylvester, 
until  her  death  in  1  889.

“Increase  5th  or  Jr.  had  the  following  children :  Zury,  Anna,  Almeda,  Sharon,  Rebekah 
and  David  Brainard.  Deacon  Increase  built  the  first  grccery  stcre  in  Sumner.  He  was  a  cooper  and  made 
many  useful  utensils  for  the  early  settlers.  The  first  public  worship  was  held  in  his  house.  He  built  the  first 
frame  dwelling  in  town  which  was  occupied  until  the  fourth  generation  when  it  was  given  to  the  town  of  East 
Sumner  for  use  as  a  library  and  community  center.  His  son  Increase  5th  succeeded  to  the  mills  (he  evidently 
owned  a  mill  or  mills  which  he  operated)  for  many  years  and  he  in  turn  by  his  son,  Deacon  Sharcn  Robinson 
who  lived  and  died  on  the  old  homestead.

Lewis  H.  Bisbee  worked  on  a  farm  until  he  was  16  years  old.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Academy  of 
Derby,  Glover  and  Morrisville  in  northern  Vermont.  He  then  entered  Hyacinth  College  near  Montreal,  Canada  at  the  age  of  19 
and  graduated  when  he  was  21.  The  course  of  study  was  conducted  entirely  in  the  French  language.  Lewis  became  proficient  in  the 
writing  of  French  and  spoke  it  fluently. 

While  reading  law  with  J.  L.  Edwards,  a  prominent  lawyer  of  Derby,  Lewis  paid  his  way  by  teaching  French. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  June  1862  and  in  the  same  month  enlisted  in  “E”  Company  of  the  9th  Vermont  Infantry.  After¬ 
wards  he  became  Captain  of  “H”  Company  in  the  same  regiment.  He  served  with  credit  throughout  all  the  campaigns  in  which  his 
regiment  was  engaged.  He  was  captured  at  Harper’s  Terry  and  later  released  on  parole  and  sent  to  Camp  Douglas,  Chicago,  Ill. 
where  he  remained  until  exchanged,  whereupon  he  rejoined  his  regiment.  He  resigned  in  1864  because  of  his  ill  health. b 

He  returned  to  Vermont  (Newport)  and  soon  built  up  an  extensive  lawr  practise.  He  was  elected  States 
Attorney  of  Orleans  County  in  1866  and  was  reelected  in  1867  but  soon  resigned  to  become  Deputy  Collector  of  Customs  where  he 
remained  until  1869.  In  1869  he  was  elected  to  the  Legislature  and  reelected  in  1870.  Lewis  Bisbee  was  an  acknow  ledged  leader  of 
his  party.a 

Some  of  Lewis  Bisbee ’s  arguments  W’ere  considered  among  the  ablest  heard  in  the  Assembly.  Under  the 
Extradition  Treaty  with  Canada  he  was  U.  S.  Commissioner  for  Vermont  from  1865  to  1870.c 

He  moved  to  Chicago  just  before  the  “Chicago  Fire.”  He  had  great  faith  in  the  future  of  that  city  and  his 
success  both  financially  and  professionally  indicate  that  his  judgment  was  sound.  He  had  several  partners  and  associates  at  various 
times.0 


Receiving  almost  the  unanimous  vote  of  his  district  he  was  elected  Senator  in  the  Illinois  Legislature.  He  at 
once  took  rank  as  one  of  the  ablest  debaters  of  that  body.  His  speech  for  the  nomination  of  Senator  Logan  has  been  referred  to  as  a 
“Model  of  Eloquence”  and  had  a  powerful  effect  in  securing  Logan's  election.0 

Lewis  Henry  Bisbee  was  a  member  of  Chicago  Bar  Association  and  the  Chicago  Law  Institute.  He  was  a 
Mason,  Garfield  Lodge  686  A.F.A.M.,  Yorr  Chapter  140  and  R.A.M.C.,  St.  Bernard  Commandery  No.  35  K.T.  He  was  co-author 
of  “History  of  The  Board  of  Trade  and  Produce  Exchange,”  1884. 

Mrs.  Lewis  IT  Bisbee  was  on  the  Board  of  Managers  and  Officers  of  the  Woman’s  Hospital  of  Chicago.  She 
was  a  graduate  of  The  Liberal  Institute  of  Orleans,  Vt.d' e' 1

John  Bisbee  made  long  and  continued  efforts  for  many  years 

to  deveHpe 

a  su- 

perior  seedling  apple  adapted  to  the  climate  of  Minnesota  and  the  midwest.  He  always  took  an  active  in¬ 
terest  in  public  affairs  and  during  his  long  residence  in  Minnesota  served  the  community  in  various  ways. 


Mrs.  Bisbee  was  an  active  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  from  its  early  be¬ 
ginnings  in  Madelia.  She  was  mentally  alert  and  enjoyed  life  even  at  the  advanced  age  of  96. 

When  John  Bisbee  was  19  years  old  he  worked  in  a  Massachusetts  shoe  factory  where  he  remained  for 
about  one  year  before  going  to  sea  for  the  summer  on  a  cod  fishing  vessel  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  Following  these  experi¬ 
ences  he  attended  Auburn  Academy  in  Maine.  His  former  employer  in  Massachusetts  having  recommended  him  to  Messrs. 
Patten,  Lane  and  Merriam,  shoe  manufacturers  and  wholesalers,  John  took  a  position  in  the  shoe  business  and  remained  with 
the  firm  in  New  York  City  for  over  two  years.  The  firm  failed  during  the  Civil  War  because  many  of  their  customers  were  in 
the  South. 

John  Bisbee  volunteered  for  military  service  in  April  1861  but  was  not  accepted.  He  later  returned  to 
Maine  and  taught  school  and  farmed  at  Wilton. c 


(GA  2)  b(P5)  °(John  Bisbee  Diary,  New  York  City,  1859-1861) 
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John  left  Maine  on  March  20,  1865  with  his  wife  and  infant  daughter  for  the  West,  staying  in  Sparta, 
Wisconsin  for  awhile.  He  next  set  out  for  Minnesota  by  team  in  company  with  his  cousin,  Benjamin  Frank  Thompson,  who 
settled  in  Kasota,  Minn,  on  a  farm. 

John  Bisbee  bought  land  near  Garden  City  as  the  outlying  country  was  beset  by  fears  resulting  from  the 
Sioux  Indian  massacre  of  settlers  in  the  Minnesota  Valley. 

John  taught  school  and  farmed  for  a  time  and  then  for  the  next  four  years  worked  in  the  T.  N.  Boynton 
and  Company  store  in  Garden  City.  The  following  four  and  one-half  years  he  worked  as  a  bookkeeper  and  salesman  in  Madelia, 
Minn. 

In  1874  John  Bisbee  formed  a  partnership  with  Matthias  Olson  in  a  merchandising,  grain  and  produce 
business  in  Madelia.  The  firm,  first  as  Bisbee  and  Olson,  and  later  as  Bisbee,  Olson  and  Boynton,  carried  on  successfully  for 
17  years  at  which  time  (1891)  Bisbee  sold  out  to  Olson.  For  a  number  of  years  thereafter  Bisbee  engaged  in  the  farming,  stock 
raising  and  the  grain  business. 

John  Bisbee  was  greatly  interested  in  the  development  of  the  new  country  which  in  his  youth  had  been 
described  as  The  Great  American  Desert.  ’  He  always  considered  it  one  of  the  best  agricultural  regions  of  the  world.

Sylvester  Bisbee  attended  high  school  in  1867  at  Wilton,  Me.  As  a  boy  he  showed  great  interest  in  me 
chanics,  especially  firearms.  He  worked  on  an  automatic  gun  in  1868,  one  that  fired  120  shots  per  minute.  He  went  to  Worcester, 
Mass,  to  have  a  model  made  but  his  automatic  gun  venture  does  not  seem  to  have  been  successful. 

In  1871  he  patented  a  shingle  jointer  and  in  1874  a  sewing  machine  for  sewing  fancy  shoe  tops.  This 
machine  would  produce  over  100  different  combinations  of  patterns. 

In  1876  he  developed  a  machine  for  multiple  production  of  wooden  spools  and  rake  teeth.  (U.S.  Patent 
No.  178587,  13  June  1876)>> 

He  moved  west  in  1876  and  for  14  years  worked  for  Bisbee,  Olson  and  Boynton  as  a  farm  machinery 
expert,  doing  mostly  field  work  on  reapers  and  binders. 

His  skill  as  a  workman  and  ability  as  an  inventor  was  shown  by  his  making  of  a  working  model  of  a  sheaf 
or  bundle  shocking  machine.  This  machine,  built  into  the  then  standard  reaper  or  binder,  would  cut,  bind  and  set  up  the  bundles 
into  shocks. 

Sylvester  also  invented  an  improved  grain  cleaning  machine  in  1893.  (U.S.  Patent  No.  510768,  12  Dec. 

1893)* 

Following  the  death  of  his  wife,  Ida,  in  1892,  he  returned  to  Maine  and  bought  a  farm  near  North  Jay. 
Later  he  moved  to  West  Sumner  where  he  and  his  son,  Clinton,  developed  a  large  apple  orchard. 

Another  of  Sylvester’s  inventions  was  a  tag  making  machine  which  he  sold  to  the  Dennison  Manufacturing 
Co.  during  the  time  he  was  in  Maine.  The  machine  would  make  paper  tags  with  string  ties,  count  and  pack  them  into  boxes 
ready  for  sale. 

Sylvester  revisited  Minnesota  several  times  after  1892.

Young  William  Henry  Bisbee  first  worked  in  Philadelphia  and  later  in  Delaware, 
Ohio,  at  which  place,  when  he  was  22,  he  answered  the  call  for  troops  and  enlisted  in  the  18th  U.S.  Infantry 
Sept.  2,  1861.  He  was  a  private  and  later  sergeant  in  Company  A.  He  was  commissioned  a  2nd  lieutenant 
in  the  same  regiment  on  9  June  1862.  After  the  Battle  of  Stone  River  at  Murfreesboro,  Tenn.  he  was 
breveted  a  1st  lieutenant  and  a  captain  18  Sept.  1864  for  services  in  the  Atlanta  Campaign.  He  was  wounded 
three  times  during  this  campaign.  He  served  in  several  campaigns  under  Generals  Thomas,  Buell,  Rosecrans 
and  Sherman.  He  was  also  wounded  at  Hoover’s  Gap,  Tenn.  26  June  1863. 

After  the  Civil  War  he  built  up  a  long  record  on  the  Western  Frontier.  He  built  Ft.  Phil  Kearney  in  the 
Dakota  Territory  in  1866,  was  Adjutant  General  during  the  Chicago  Riots  in  1877,  and  was  stationed  at  Ft.  Nicholson,  Neb- 
in  1884.  He  was  an  officer  with  the  troops  suppressing  the  miner’s  riots  in  Coeur  D’Alene,  Idaho  in  1892.  First  as  a  captain  and 
then  as  major  he  commanded  troops  in  Ogden,  Utah  and  Pocatello,  Idaho.  The  Eugene  V.  Debs  riots  in  Chicago  and  the  Com- 
monwealer  outbreaks  in  1893  and  1894  were  also  among  his  military  experiences  where  troops  were  used  to  quell  civil  disturb¬ 
ances.  The  Bannon  Indian  uprising  at  Jackson  Hole,  Wyoming  was  overcome  by  the  use  of  troops  among  which  was  a  battalion 
commanded  by  William  Bisbee. 

As  Lieut.  Colonel  Bisbee  he  had  command  of  a  regiment  throughout  the  Santiago  (Cuba)  campaigns  with 
Capron’s  Battery  and  he  was  at  the  battles  of  El  Caney  and  San  Juan  Hill.  While  in  Cuba  he  had  charge  of  the  disbursing  of 
$3,000,000  in  U.S.  funds  for  the  relief  and  assistance  of  the  Cuban  Army. 


(GH  3) 
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William  Henry  Bisbee  went  to  the  Philippines  as  a  colonel  and  was  military  governor  in  the  sub-districts 
comprising  19  native  towns  in  the  provinces  of  Pangasonan  and  Nieuva  Elija.  He  became  a  general  while  in  the  Philippines  and 
commanded  troops  on  the  island  of  Luzon  in  1901. 

General  Bisbee  retired  in  1902.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Loyal  Legion,  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution, 
Army  of  the  Cumberland,  Society  of  Santiago  de  Cuba  and  the  Order  of  the  Purple  Heart. 

During  his  later  years  General  Bisbee  lived  in  Brookline,  Mass.  At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1942  he  was 
the  oldest  retired  United  States  Army  Officer.

George  Dana  Bisbee  attended  the  public  schools  and  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil 
War  was  a  student  at  Teacher’s  Normal  in  West  Peru,  Me.  He  assisted  in  organizing  Company  C  of  the 
16th  Maine  Infantry  and  was  made  Orderly  Sergeant.  He  served  under  Generals  McClellan,  Burnside, 
Hooker,  Meade  and  Grant.  He  was  wounded  at  Fredericksburg,  Va.b  but  refused  to  have  his  arm  ampu¬ 
tated  and  it  never  healed.  He  was  promoted  to  2nd  Lieutenant  of  Caleb  Robinson’s  Company  of  his  regi¬ 
ment. 

Lieutenant  Bisbee  and  his  whole  regiment  were  captured  on  the  first  day  of  the 
Battle  of  Gettysburg  and  he  was  made  a  prisoner  in  Libby  and  other  prisons  until  Dec.  1864.  After  being 
exchanged  he  refused  his  discharge  and  rejoined  his  regiment  and  was  at  Appomattox  at  the  end  of  the  war. 

George  Dana  Bisbee  studied  law  with  Randall  and  Winter  at  Dixfield,  Me.  and  later 
practised  law  in  Buckfield  from  1866  until  1892  when  he  moved  to  Rumford  Falls  and  formed  the  partner¬ 
ship  of  Bisbee  and  Parker.  He  was  one  of  the  foremost  lawyers  of  the  state  and  served  as  County  Attorney 
of  Oxford  County,  member  of  the  bar,  U.S.  Supreme  Court,  member  of  Gov.  W.  T.  Cobb’s  Council  of  1905, 
State  Representative  in  1872,  State  Senator  in  1880  and  U.S.  Marshal,  District  of  Maine. 

George  Bisbee  was  also  president  of  the  Rumford  Falls  Trust  Co.,  a  trustee  and 
later  president  of  Hebron  Academy  and  a  director  and  attorney  for  the  Rumford  Falls  Railroad.  He  was  a
